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Captured From Nazis, Art Treasures 
To Be Restored To Owners ::

CHICAGO.—This is an $80 million 
story that began in the Sixteenth 
Century and ends with a real Twen- 
tieth Century twist! 

Its subject is the world’s greatest 
private collection of art, the Vienna 
Masterpieces, assembled during five 
centuries by the royal Hapsburgs 
and now touring North America as 
a gesture of gratitude from the Aus- 
trian government. 

Its villain, appropriately, is Adolf 
Hitler the Austrian paperhanger, 
who, in his international career of 
crime, led his Nazis to plunder the 
great Kunsthistoriches museum in 
Vienna and carry away its Rem- 
brandts, Titians and Velasquez to be 
buried in the salt mines near Laufen, 
Austria, 

When the Nazi cause seemed doom- 
ed it was the mad Fuehrer’s deter- 
mination to destroy this large part 
of the world’s artistic heritage and 
take it with him into oblivion. 

To this end Hitler ordered the 
eastern section of the mine at Alt 
Aussee to be blown up. Bombs were 
placed in the mine, but were sur- 
reptitiously removed by Austrian 
salt miners who further protected 
their treasures by exploding several 
bombs at the entrance and thus seal- 
ing it against re-entry by vengeful 
Storm Troopers. 

For the past four years, under the 
military government, these treasures 
have been restored to the lands from 
which they were looted. 

As for the Vienna treasures at 
Laufen, it is now known that Storm 
Troopers, shortly before the collapse 
of the German armies came in the 
middle of the night, held up the cura- 
tor in the mine, and made off with 
the cream of the collection saying 
they were going to put the pictures 
into tanks and fight with them to 
the end.

Carbon monoxide is colorless, odorless 
and tasteless and cannot be detected by 
the senses, In slight amounts it may 
cause headache, drowsiness, dizziness or 
nausea, 

The danger is much greater that is gen- 
erally supposed. In a recent investiga- 
tion, one out of every 20 cars picked at 
random and tested with instruments con- 
tained sufficient carbon monoxide in the 
passenger compartment to impair driv- 
ing judgment seriously enough to cause 
accidents,

1, Never have your car motor run- 
ning while doors of garage are closed.

31 next

sidy, first started in 1941, would be

The subsidy also is paid 
on shipments of feed grains from 
Calgary and Edmonton to the Pacific 
coast and comes to about $6.40 a 
ton, (At $6 a ton, the subsidy works 
out to approximately 9 cents a bush- 
el for oats and 13 cents for barley.)

Practice Organization Pays Of 


Taking full 
practice period is a problem that 
concerns any coach or athlete, par- 
ticularly in a game such as hockey 
in which fairly extensive facilities are 
needed. Many hockey players must 
work without coaching, while the 
coach himself is usually rushed for 
time Each must know how to take 
full advantage of his opportunities if 
he is to get results, 

Practice alone is not enough if you 
want to develop hockey skill, It’s 
how you practice that counts, Here 
are a few of the most important 
factors in organizing practices so 
that they fulfil proper conditions and 
observe the laws of learning. These 
apply both to individuals working 
out on their own, and to coaches 
with a full squad under their care. 

1, Plan your practice. Haphazard 
practicing will sometimes do more 
harm than good. A short session 
with pencil and paper beforehand 
during’ which a plan is worked out 
will work wonders, Careful decisions 
should be made as to what particular 
things are to be stressed and how 
much time is to be spent on each, 
as well as the kind of attention each 
individual player needs, When the 
practice is over, careful notes should 
be made on mistakes that were ob- 
served, why they were made, and 
any other pertinent details, Thus 
following practice sessions can be 
planned with an eye on the elimina- 
tion of any apparent weaknesses. 

2. Coaches must make sure players 
know why they are practising cer- 
tain things. Field Marshall Mont- 
gomery always made sure every 
soldier in his 8th Army knew the 
plan of battle. When a person knows 
why he is doing a thing, he does it 


asm, and consequently gets more out 
of it, Explain how the drill or strat- 
egy you have set down will affect 
the individual's success and the suc- 
cess of the team, as well as how it 
fits into the over-all strategy that is 
going to be used, 


8. Break up practice periods with 
frequent rest intervals of from three 
to four minutes, Educationalists and 
psychologists have definitely estab- 
lished the fact that people learn bet- 
ter and faster when their study or 
practice work is interspersed with 
frequent rests. Therefore, the rest 
periods are definitely not wasted 
time, but instead will help you make 
the best possible use of it.

8. Keep books! A record of the 
improvement of each player has been 
found to be an exceptionally effec 
tive practice procedure, 

9. Practice sessions should be set 
in this order: 

Warm up. 


Drills designed to develop skill 
at various fundamentals and tac- 
tics. This should take up most 
of the session. 

Scrimmage, during which the 
things previously practiced can 
be used under game conditions, 
Conditioning work. This should 
wind up the practice, It is a 
serious mistake to use condition- 
ing work first, because this tires 
the athlete and decreases his 
ability to learn.
